. ada? The following account 4% 
highly ficttous . . . or is it? 

By the Spring of 1974, it 

had become quite clear that 

( the gradual process of Que- 

bec’s *eparation from Canada 

had reached an_ irre trsible 

point. 


Provincial elections were 

scheduled for the firet week \of 

- May, and Rene Levesque’s Soyv- 

ereignty Party, which had cap- 

tured a quarier of the seats in 

Quebec's lower zssembiy in the 

1969 provincial clections, 
looked like a sure winner. 


The Liberals and Union Na- 
tionale had both ecen their 
ranks split. Prominent imem- 
bers defccted to the Levesque 
movement within cays of the 
calling of the new election. 
Premier Danicl Johnson clung 
io power with a rump U-N 
eabinet, supported by federal- 
ist-minded Liberals. 


When the results came in, 
the voters had dealt a crushing 
blow to Confederation. The se- 
_paratists picked up 55 percent 
of the vote and a clear nmiajority 
in the Quebec assembly. 


The election of the separa- 
tists set off a flight of capital 


which had been building stead- ' 


ily. since 1967. General Mo- 
tors closed its main assembly 
plant. The Bank of Montreal 
moved its head office to Toron- 
to, and Air Canada shifted its 
Dorval control facilities to Ot- 
tawa. 


The first act of Quebec's 
new Prime Minister was to call 
on Ottawa for independence 
negotiations. When me Min- 
ister Trudeau (who was back 
in office after a brief sojourn 
in Opposition) flatly rejected 
the call, Levesque had himself 
installed as president and de- 
clared the formation of the 
Republique de Quebec. 


Emotion throughout English- 
speaking Canada reached a 
fever pitch. The Toronto Tele- 

_ gram demanded. that the Army 
be sent to quell ‘what can only 
be considered an insurrection 
against this country.” 


In Washingtor,. the U.S. 
president warned Ottawa and 
Quebec City alike that Ameri- 
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can troops would be used to 
quell any fighting which could 
jcopardize American interests. 


Rene Levesque had banked 
on English Canada being “too 
civilized” to take Military act-

he turned out to be precisely

When. Quebec was admitted 
to the Union Nations as the 
world body's newest member, 


flags hung at . half mast 
throughout Canada. 
Aside from injured. pride, 


the separation of Quebee did 
not immediately hurt what re- 
mained of Canada. [t was in- 
convenient to have to divert via 
the U.S. while travelling from 
‘Yoronto to the Maritimes, but 
the upheaval actually brought 
increased prosperity as Cana- 
dianowned business moved to 
New Brunswick and to Ontar- 
Jo. 


The fear that Canada might 
splinter further, with the West 
joining the U.S., failed to mate- 
rialixe. The American racial 
problem helped make up Cana- 
dlans’ minds against union 
with the States. 


The real effect of Quebec 
having at last separated was 
not felt until the next general 
election in Canada. Prime Min- 
ister Trudeau, having failed to 
keep Quebec in Confederation, 
suffered a crushing defeat. The 
Conservatives also lost heavily 
as the voters slapped both the 
old line parties over the 
break-up of Canada.

WALLEYE REARING 


The Department of Lands and For- 
ests is presently carrying on an ex- 
perimental walleye rearing program 
at the White Lake Rearing Station, 
which is located in the Tweed District. 
This program is aimed at rearing,) 
walleye to a size where they can be | 
readily marked. So far, no satisfac- | 
tory method has been found to mark || 
large numbers of small walleye. 

Rearing starts when. the eggs are 
collected from walleye in the Talbot 
River soon after the ice goes out. The 
eggs are then taken to the White 
Lake Rearing Station where they are 
incubated. The fry hatch around the 
first of May and are put in rearing 
ponds which are fertilized with soy- | 
bean meal. The fertilization helps to

Such faith in Canadian na-, 
tionhood is reassuring, but per- 
haps it is going to have to be 
based on more _ practical 
grounds to endure. Perhaps, as 
Ball says, Canadians will even- 
tually give up the fight if some 
indefinable “Canadianism” is 
all that we gain from it. 

Happily, the defense against 
an American takeover can be 
put on more practical grounds. 
It is that thinking Canadians 
want no part of the staggering 
problems of modern America 
.. race riots, decaying cities 
and a self-defeating foreign 
policy. 

Despite the production sta- 
tistics, living standards consist 
of more than dollars and cents. 
The tranquility of society, the 
security of our streets, and the 
general wholesomeness of the 
national character must be ta- 
ken into account. 

Canadians profit from eco-

about such monumental! problems as 


‘Iline fences. 


Theymerchant owner was a man of 
substance, a leader of the community. 
Usually he was postmaster. Often he 
was a temporary banker and a shrewd 


|dealer in mortgages. His store was 


not largé, but was well and solidly 
built. If there was a cellar, it con- 
tained extra stocks of goods and often 
4 spacious attic was crammed with 
merchandise as well. 

Authentic Country Store 

The G.E. Barbour Company Limi- 
ted, to celebrate not only Canada’s 
100th birthday last year, but also the 
company’s centenary, moved a cen- 
tury old country store by barge from 
| the banks of the Saint John River, 80 
;miles upstream from Saint John at 
Shefield, «to a site in the city. Here 
thousands of tourists broused among 
| its authentic merehandise last sum- 
mer, 

The building itself is a splendid ex- 
ample of local architecture of the 
mid-Victorian period. Craftsmanship 
in wood was a high art New 
Brunswick, a seafaring province that 
built ships by the hundreds, sturdy 
and excellent craft with handsomely 
carved figureheads and stern orna- 
ments. 

The store's stock and all but one or 
two minor bits of equipment, are 
genuine, not counterfeit, polished and

I found Mrs. Ryder an enthusiastic 
and charming hostess in the quaint 
old store. She told of the co-operation 
she had received when a leaflet was 
distributed by the salesmen of the 
G. E. Barbour Company asking for 
suitable contributions to. stock the 
shelves; also from those who offered 
their treasurers, mostly for sale, but 
often as a gift. Items offered on loan 
were not aecepted. As an historical 
consultant and author of “The His- 
tory of New Brunswick Funiture and 
Cabinet Makers”, Mrs. Ryder found 
the eight years she spent as art cura- 
tor of the New Brunswick Museum 
was. invaluable training for this tre- 
mendous job of collecting, Which she 
undertook. 


There were chuckles and often 
gasps of wonderment heard within 
the walls of this interesting em- 
porium. Maybe our grandparents are 
not too far removed fror, the day of 
the country store to endorse the au- 
thenticity of such items as McDon- 
ald’s Twist; canned hare with gaudy 
lithographed labels; refined sugar 
cane; and clay pipes at a nickel a

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the museum store open during future 
tourist seasons. Surely the city of St. 
John will realize it is a great asset 
;and not allow it to be barged away 
.to another location by a would-be 
purchaser in search of an unusual 
_tourist attraction.

FOREST PROTECTION 


The 1968 spring season has been 
the driest in Tweed Forest District for 
a number of years. While the south 


part has had a few, light rains, the. 


northerly portion has not had any 
appréciable amount of precipitation 
since early April. Again on May 9th, 
rainfall varied from .46 at Tweed to 
7 at the Dacre headquarters. 

As a result of the variation in rain- 
fall, there has been varying Forest 
Fire Danger conditions from. low to 
extreme ranges across the district. 
Drought conditions in the Bancroft, 
Palmer Rapids, Plevna, Dacre areas 
have also retarded the spring growth, 
making forest conditions much more 
hazardous than might normally be ex- 
pected. 

Tnis spring, 80 fires have been ex- 
tinguished, compared to 67 at the 
same time last year. All of this years 
fires resulted from human causes.

A new law to control the operation 
« of motorized snow vehicles in Ontario 
was introduced in the Legislature re. 
cently by Hon. Irwin Haskett, Minis- 

ter of Transport. ° 

‘“The new legislation is to identify 
the owners of motorized snow ve- 
hicles for the purpose of applying 
appropriate regulatory controls in the 

Bas ee “ate public safety. 

* Under the new legislation, every 
Such véhicle will be required to” be 
registered with the Department of 

is Transport before it can be operated 
in Ontario. There will be a registra~- 
tion fee and the owner will be issued 

_@ permit and licence plate which must 
7 be aitached to the front of the ve- 

. hice. 

Anyone under the age of 16 will 

rohibited from operating one of 

/ these on a highway. Because the ma- 

chines will be exempt from the defini- 
tion of motor vehicle contained in the 
Highway Traffic Act, a person op- 
erating one will not be required to 
have a driver's licence. Driving rules 
*will be established by regulation until 
uch time as a meaningful set of such 
rules can be developed through prac- 
tical experience, Mr. Haskett said. 

The legislation stipulates that a 
motorized snow vehicle cannot be dri- 
ven on a highway unless the Operator 
is insured under a motor vehicle lia- 
bility policy. 

Operation of these machines will be 
prohibited on the King’s Highways 
except where designated by the Minis- 
ter by regulation. They will be per- 
mitted on highways under municipal 
jurisdiction except where prohibited 
by municipal by-law. This provision 
will have the effect of permitting lo- 
«al governments to encourage winter

_® GREATER DEMAND 

Enquiries for summer cottage loca- 
tidlis have been very high this spring. 
In the month of April, Lands Office 
handled 397 pieces of correspondence 
in regard to acquisition of such loca- 
tions. In addition, many telephone 
“and personal interviews were carried 
out by our staff. Land sales exceed 

Athose carried out for the same period 

st year. 

Development of our waterways are 
carried out subsequent to the comple- 
tion of a Lake Development Plan 
which is prepared by our staff 
through actual inspection of the lakes 
and referral to the work conducted by 
ARDA for the Canada Land Inven- 
tory. . 

Since personal choice of the pub- 
lic’ varies, rather than develop one 
lake at a time we offer locations on 
some 25 different lakes in the forest 
area. Information in respect to the 
above may be obtained from the Dis- 
tric Forester’s office, Dept. of Lands 
and Foresis in Tweed, Ontario. 

As waterways are developed and 
the recreation facilities utilized, we 
are becoming increasingly aware of 
pollution of our many lakes and 
rivers. Pilot surveys are underway by 
the Department of Health to deter- 
mine the degree of pollution on cer- 
tain lakes. The O.W.R.C. are also 
very interested and have instituted a 
number of controls. 

One area of control of pollution in 
our Department is contained in the 
Public Lands Act which reads as 

llows:- : 

Section 27 (a) Every person who, 
without the written consent of the 
Minister or an officer author ized by 
the Minister throws or deposits or 
causes to be deposited any material 
‘substance or thing upon public lands 
whether or not covered with water, 
is guilty of an offence and upon sum- 

" mary conviction is liable to a fine of 
not more than $500. 

Members of the public are request- 
ed to increase their interest in keep- 
ing our natural resources pure and 
free of contamination.

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ARE OUR SHALLOW 
SOILS WORTHLESS? 


By E. P. Edson 


Large areas in South-Eastern On- 
tario where once grew beautiful for- 
ests are today practically wasteland. 
'The good trees were cut and forest 
| tires swept the cut-over lands, some- 
times repeatedly. 

Much of the thus cleared land was 
used for agriculture for the past 100 
years, but large areas deteriorated 
gradually because of water and wind 
erosion and they are today almost 
valueless for farming. 

Some of these so called marginal 


lands are now under redevelopment | 
in the frame of various. ARDA (Agri- | 


cultu#tal Rehabilitation and Develop- 
ment Act) projects, reforestration be- 
ing one of the methods used, How- 
ever, some of the deteriorated lands 
|are so far gone that even trees cannot 
jbe planted with a reasonable chance 
of success. 

The Ontario Department of Lands 
‘and Forests therefore began looking 
l for ways and means to improve the 
planting sites where the soil because 
of shallowness dries out in summer 
months. One of these methods con- 
sists of placing water saturated peat 
imoss wedges into the planting holes 
ido as to provide the developing roots 
of the newly planted trees with suf- 
ficient moisture in the first weeks and 
months after planting. 
| So far, this peat moss wedge plant- 
ling is only in the experimental stage 
jand in the Quinte area five sites were 
| chosen so far. Two of these are located 
lin the vicinity of Tweed, two in 
i Prince Edward County and one near 
| Kingston. The projects in Prince Ed- 
iward County and the one near King- 
‘ston were initiated in co-operation 
| with the local Conservation Authori- 
| ties, 

One of the sites in Prince Edward 
County is on the Department of Na- 
tional Defence land in South Marys- 
| butg, while the second site is owned 
‘by the South Marysburg Township

The experimental planting will 
show us whether we can transform a 
part .of our large wastelands into 
useful land or at least into more at- 
tractive area for recreational pur- 
poses.
